Orvllle Wright Gives Splendid Ex- 


hibition in Tests Made 


Fort Myer. 


Wash'ington, Sept. 0—To America 


and Orville Wright of Dayton, ,0., go 
tbe honor of accomplishing the most 
marvelous feat in aviation yet record- 
ed. The Wright aeroplane, operated 
by the aviator, whose brother, Wil- 
bur, has been conducting successful 
tests; in France, sailed today over and 
around the parade 
ground1 at Fort 


Myer, Va., for 57 minutes and 31 sec- 
onds, exceeding by more than 26 min- 
utes'the hitherto world breaking rec- 
ord made last Monday by DeLagranga 
near Paris. 


During the flight the machine main- 


tained an average speed of about 38 
m'iles an hour, or only two miles an 
hour less thas that required by the 
government contract for speed on a 
straight away course. - ^ 


Upon alighting Mr. Wright said: 
"I could "have remained 
up 10 or 


15 minutes longer. 'l sttll had some 
gasoline left. The mo|pr worked al- 
most to perfection, and weather con- 
ditions were perfect." 


Sailing along at express train speed 


the bird like craft responded immedi- 
ately to the slightest touch of the 
steering lever and maneuvered higher 
or lower, as the planes were managed 
by the operator. Fifty-eight times 
Wright circled around the course.

announced, as her first subject, and 
one of the fundamental ideas in hir 
work for the week, "The Opportuni- 
ties of the Reading Lesson " In open- 
ing she spoke of the history of writ- 
ten records, and the imperative 
de- 


mand that this closed book of history 
become an open book to us of today,, 
whose life is the resultant of all past 
ages. The reason for the birth of the 
public schools was that the needs of 
the child might be met, and 
o_ne of 


the first and most practical demands 
to be met, placed reading in the^ school 
curriculum, 


Reading has been, accepted as a 


means to a well defined end, but there 
is a general complaint that it is most 
poorly taught of any subject in our 
school' course. One reason for this is 
that most teachers emphasize entirely 
the value of speaking clearly, recog- 
nizing the written word, enunciating 
well — all important, but secondary to 
the recognition of the, word thought, 
content, emotion, experience. The 
child lacks ability to attack aggres- 
sively the printed page put before him 
and so, in dwelling upon the expres- 
sion, rather than the thought, he loses 
the great opportunity of the reading 
lesson, failing to grasp its content as 
a whole. Even in our colleges, stu- 
dents fail to grasp the value of 
the 


lesson because they do not know how 
to study. Reading offers us as great 
opportunity for exactness in thinking 
and clear perception, as mathematics 


-or something is wrong with the 


large majority of us us teachers are 
too apt to accept vagoe perceptions 
blurred pictures, aiming only at a re 
suit, rather than the result, and for 
getting that the opportunity of the 
leading lesson -is an introduction to 
accurate, sound, methodical, scientific 
mental action. 


Much of the trouble 3n our system 


lies in a lack of definite, practical, ac 
curate aim in ihe teaching. There ar 
two causes of poor irading — wrong 
thinking and 
non-thinking- — 99 pe 


cent of the trouble ronnng from the 
latter. The loose habit of thinking in 
connection with Hie printed rage ex 
plains difficulties that later seem In 
surmountable, and so the reading les 
son is really the laboratory of clea 
thinking, and the fundamental basi 
of success in every practical subject. 


As the second speaker for the aft 


ernoon, Supt. Simkins introduced Dr 
Snzzell of Teachers' college. 
Colum 


bin university, Xew York. The speak 
er, with very bnef preliminary, enter 
ed into his subject, speaking of th 
present age as a period of transition 
in ^ocial. economic and edutationa 
worlds, and a period of adaptation t: 
the erahzation of new ideate, and dis- 
trust of present conditions".

We have, in 


every great society, two great meth- 
ods of controlling humanity, and it is 
the mane ot an educational control 
which keep_s order, free rather than 
co-ercive. In the progress 01 Civiliza- 
tion, the great end of education is to 
be a. free, liberalizing force, control- 
1'mg f-oni within, rather than from 
without. Education is democracy'^ 
greatest instrument for social control. 
The school cannot 'establish its own 
standards without studying the social 
life of its community 
Whan this Is 


done, the teacher ceases to be a peda- 
gogue, and becomes a. representative 
of the social Ijfe around him. Once 
we have raised men out of primitive 
conditions, they become permanent 
acquisitions to 
civrlrzation, but the 


teacher is the permanent representa- 
tive of civilization and society on the 
permanent 
frontiers of childhood.

For in&tance, last week it is 


estimated that S75 men werje given 
mployment by the city, directly or 
indirectly. 
Some of these wfere em- 


ployed by general contractors work- 
ng on contracts for the dty, while a 
arge .proportion of them were work- 
Ins: for the city itself. 


The general receipts of the Board 


of Service for the month 
of August 


were $832.40. The pay roll last Sat- 
urday for those men employed by the 
city directly, engaged in street clean 
ing, grading, repairing, sewer clean- 
ing, 
etc., amounted to $976.14. On 


the roll for the week \vere 112 men. 


In addition to this it is estimated 


that the sum paid out for street pav- 
ing, sidewalks, retaining walls 
and 


sewers for the 
week 
amounted to 


18479.13. 


The water works 
expenditure for 


the week, under estimate Xo 1, in- 
cluding pipe laying, etc., 
made the 


sum reach x total of $9455.27 paid 
out for labor. This does not include 
any of the monthly pay roll fcr Aug- 
ust 30th.

ploys about 
100 men 
All of the 


money included in the above figures 
is paid to Newark citizens and tax- 
payers. Of the 375 mea employed by 
the city the greater number are B. & 
O. shop men, glass workers ar.d othe.- 
men of the trades who are given this 
opportunity by the city.

Aerial Navigation Assured 


While the Public Has Been Skeptical and Has Sometimes 


Jeered, Captain Thomas S. Baldwin and the 


Wright Brothers, After Years of Hard 


Work, Finally Succeeded.

H 


EXRI FARMAN, the French ner- 


onaut, recently said that with- 
in ten years living machines 
would be as common as auto- 


mobiles. That in-ay seem a trifle opti- 
mistic, but is not impossible. The 
great step has been taken; men actu- 
ally fly. The matter of making ma- 
chines for commercial use is now mere- 
3}' n question of time. 


We do not properly measure the im- 


portance of the event. The futiire will 
doubtless class it as the greatest ac- 
complishment of all the marvelous 
things done in this age of iin entiou. 
What revolutions it will work in trans- 
portation and in human affair5! Erener- 
ally can now only be dimly surmised. 
The overwhelming fact is that the 
thing of which men have dreamed 
through the ages has been achieved. 
The cause has been set in motion. The 
fame of it will be told, and the effects 
of it will flow out to bless mankind 
as long as the world stands. 


The United States war department 


lias already bought the Baldwin air- 
ship and is now testing vlie Wright 
brothers' aeroplane. Or.ville Wright is 
conducting these tests, while Wilbur 
is in France- making demonstrations 
that are the wonder of the world. The 
German army already has its airship 


vrhere it can be manufactured and 
placed on the market. Their first ob- 
ject is to Pell it to some government 
that will use it and develop It for war 
purposes, after which they will doubt- 
less perfect it for corumei'cial uses. 
They do not predict that it will sup- 
plant the railroad or steamboat and 
say that its greatest immediate use 
•will be In war. But -with such au in- 
vention iu his hands who can set lim- 
its on what the future man will do? 
Stevenson could not foresee the revo- 
lution wrought by the railroad, nor 
had Fulton or Morse any adequate 
conception of what would be accom- 
plished by the steamboat or the tele- 
graph. It is for the inventor to create 
and hand over to posterity and leave 
to them to set limits on the use they 
will make of his invention. 
The 


Wrights have taught the world to fly 
on a heavier than air machine. They 
must now let the world try its new 
wings and determine what it will do 
with them. 


Sails Sidewise. 


The Wright brothers' aeroplane has 


been described as looking like a street 
car with the sides and ends knocked 
out. leaving only the top and floor -with 
frail uprights holding them together. 
The machine sails sidewise. with Its 


fnr mtouRh advanced lu their M'ork to 
go before the world. 


Natural Inventors. 


The Wright brothers are about forty 


years of age. Wilbur, the older, who Is 
lu France, is smooth of face and bald. 
Orvllle, who Is now at Fort Myer, 
about four years younger, wears a 
slight mustache and Is just saved from 
baldness by a little tuft of hair on the 
top of his head. Both brothers are tall 
ami slight, both are precise, scientific, 
reticent and almost cold In manner, 
and neither apparently cures> for mon- 
ey or fume. They are natural invent- 
ors, having learned wood engraving 
while mere boys ami having construct- 
ed a printing press out of a little old 
rubber, some cord wood, part of a bug- 
gy top and n few other odds and ends 
picked up in the hack yard at home. 
Then the bicycle craze came along, 
and they started a bicycle repair shop 
and from this weut into the untried 
and uncertain field of airship inven- 
tion. At first they tried to work with 
balloons, but soon gave these up for 
the aeroplane, of which, the world is 
already acknowledging them to be the 
practical inventors.

all over the world. Before he enteret 
this field lie was a circus performe 
and tight rope walker. It was he wh 
caused the world to gasp by walking 
a wire high over the pounding billow 
of the ocean at the old Cliff House, San 
Francisco. 


The Baldwin airship is entirely dif 


ferent in principle from the Wrigh 
brothers' aeroplane.

shaped like a long, fat cigar. Under 
this is a light frame, fitted'with mo- 
tor, rudder, propeller and kite attach 
ments for maintaining equilibrium 
One point in which Baldwin's ship dif- 
fers from others is that he has his pro 
peller in front, depending on a pul 
rather than a push. In the machine 
sold to the government two men can 
ride, one to run the airship and the 
other to take observations. The United 
States officers were exceedingly grati- 
fied by the tests. 
After turning the 


balloon over to the government Cap- 
tain Baldwin instructed two army 
men in its navigation., 
Lieutenant 


Lahm, already famous as an aeronaut, 
being placed in control. 
Officers of 


the army will now ask congress for 
a million dollar appropriation for a 
balloon brigade. It will doubtless take 
congress about ten years to see it and 
catch up with, the procession, but 
eventually it will come aronnd. 


Thomas Scott Baldwin, the inventor, 


not only made the first public leap in 
a modern parachute, but made the 
first 
successful 
American 
airship 


flight, which took place at Oakland. 
Cal., on Aug. 2, 1904. He then drove 
bis balloon directly in the teeth of a 
wind, a feat that he has accomplished 
often since.

bird. There are two rudders, a hori- 
zontal one in front to regulate eleva- 
tion and a vertical one behind to de- 
termine direction. There are two screw 
propellers, one to lift and the other to 
drive. A sixteen horsepower gasoline 
engine furnishes the motor power. The 
novel part of the motor is that it has 
no carburetter. The speed is regulated 
in other ways. The aeroplane starts 
from a high incline. On it are a pair 
of runners, like those of a sled, on 
which it alights. It usually sails near 
the ground, although it could doubtless 
do better higher up, where the air cur- 
rents are not ^o turbulent One of the 
brothers s?;. s that near the ground the 
air is churned like the rapids at Ni- 
agara. Every little obstacle on the sur- 
face of the earth, such as a tiee or a 
house, causes an air current shotting 
up to a great height The problem of 
firing on an aeroplane is that of 
equilibrium. It is the same problem 
that is met in riding a bicycle, only 
infinitely harder.

Baldwin's parachute leaps, beginning 


more than twenty years ago, created a 
sensation around tbe world. He con- 
ducted them all over America and in 
foreign lands. He was awarded the 
first gold medal ever presented by the 
Balloon Society of Great Britain. One 
of tbe daring aeronaut's feats was to 
sail over Mount Vesuvius. 


Baldwin has brought several new 


inventions into aeronautics. The most 
important perhaps is the twin propel- 
ler, consisting of two propellers run- 
ning in opposite directions on tbe same 
shaft. This brought about the perfect 
balance so long" sougbt by aeronauts. 
Xo less important is his placing the 
screw in front of his machine rather 
than in the rear, which draws tbe bal- 
loon forward into a practical vacuum. 
Under the old way the vacuum was 
created behind and retarded tbe speed- 
Captain Baldwin uses a two ply and 
in some spots a three ply Japanese silk 
envelope, which is also an improve- 
ment He has made many advances in 
the science of equilibrium aud in re- 
ducing what is known as "skin fric- 
tion." 


Captain Baldwin's Claims. 


The airship sold by him to tbe gov- 


ernment has a gas bag eighty-four feet 
long and eighteen feet in diameter at 
the thickest spot The government re- 
quired that the machine be capable of 
attaining a speed of twenty miles an 
hour, but Captain Baldwin claims that 
it is actually capable of twenty-sis or 
twenty-seven. 


While most scientists agree that the 


aeroplane is the ultimate flying ma- 
chine, the greatest progress up to date 
has been reade in the lighter than air 
vessel, or dirigible balloon. In fact, 
little has been accomplished in the 
other field except by tbe Wright broth- 
ers.

as regards the teaching 
piofebsiou. 


There nre two adjustments which the 
school must make—a bending down 
to the child, and a- dignlfled adjust- 
ment to the changing conditions of 
our social life. 
Administrative meth- 


od is the reflection 
of social condi- 


tion, measured by what the communi- 
ty is willing to sacrifice for what it 
says 'it believes in. Society is interest- 
ed in the transmission of its ideals 
and truths, ijot only in the spirit, but 
in the letter. We do not care ^o much 
about the form of truth, as about the 
essence of truth. We must recognize 
the teacher as a factor in transmitting 
Social values, and that means chat we 
must struggle against the narrownes-f 
of our professional traditions, and be- 
come men and women1 who under- 
stand the throb of social,aspiration in 
the light of careful, conscientious and 
continued social study. 


The Wednesday morning session of 


the city institute was opened by de- 
votional exercises, conducted hy Rev. 
J. A Bennett of the Fifth Street Bap- 
tist church 


Miss Newlin was the first speaker, 


with the subject, "The Relation of 
Reading to Literature," dealing with 
the function, of expression ia the read- 
ing lesson. She urged, as the key- 
note in the work, detail, or getting the 
inner meaning of the phrase—getting 
each thought or part" of a thought, and 
placing it in its correct relation /in 
youp'own mind. 


Reading aloud compels closer atten- 


tion, of the child to details, and so is 
a test as to whether -he understands 
what he is reading, and also opens his 
mind to new experience. The value of 
vocal interpretation lies in 
showing 


whether the pupil has gotten, the right 
relations—if not that, he has gotten 
nothing. Knowing The words, and how 
to pronounce them, is no proof that 
the child is an interpreter, and knows 
how to read. 


Then reading aloud helps the child 


to experiences that he might otherwise 
never come into contact with. Every 
experience that has ever occurred to 
the human heart and lirain, has been 
recorded in literature. For instance, 
no one can enter into tue life and 
emotions of Maggie Tulliver without 
being the richer for it. 


Dr Liuzzollo, the second speaker, in 


preliminary, 'hriefly 
reviewed 
the 


fundamental idea of his first lecture, 
the relationship between the theoret- 
ical and accual esteem accorded the 
teachers' profession, with its sugges- 
tion of certain fundamental principles 
—the conception of higher civilization 
as a spiritualizing of men and women, 
the determining 
influence of social 


conditions, interpreted in terms of all 
human history. Society in its broad- 
est experiences, is the determinant of 
what the school must be; and so we 
need to impose, not only broader hu- 
man experiences, but to 
substitute, 


where this cannot be, a broader, more 
vicarious sympathy with social insti- 
tutions. 


The great function of the educa- 


tional system is sociar control. It 
comprises the placing of 
sentiments 


and ideals within the child without 
coercion, without dominion of author- 


ity, the cultivating? of the higher 
potentiality In the human spirit. 


What Is the nature of the school as 


an organization? Certain currents of 
controversy are crossing our educa- 
tional systems, and must be consider- 
ed. There Is the tendency to impose 
n/bsoluto uniformity 
throughout one 


Bchool system, one of the most ser- 
ious mistakes of our system. 
It is 


Idle and wasteful to try to 
utilize 


uniform systems 
with children of 


varying equipment—it is the aim/ not 
the system, which should toe uniform 
as a principle and method valid in 
one community, would TJe altogether 
useless in another. A careful recogni- 
tion and discrimination of conditions 
is necessary. We need 
more brain 


power in supervision, and less me- 
chanics. 


While the school is not reforma- 


tory, it is progressive; it has the right 
to adapt old traditions and moralities 
to new situations, giving them more 
expanded values. 


Dean Henry G. Williams . of the 


State Normal School, Athens, was* the 
third speaker of the morning, and an- 
nounced as his subject, "The Educa- 
tional Value of the Ideal"—dealing, as 
he said, not with what 
men 
have 


achieved, but with 
what 
man has 


dreamed that he would like to do. 


He gave as his definition of an ideal, 


man's consciousness of what he would 
like to do; while education was de- 
fined as a 
process 
of 
individual 


growth and development, by which 
the individual is developed, and ' the 
race civilzed. So the purpose of edu- 
cation cannot Ibe knowledge -merely. 
For the doing is more important than 
the knowing; more functioning along 
the line of proper do'ng^and the 'con- 
verting of means into ends, is 
the 


real business of th"e school. Teaching 
is causing another, to Tmow - 
ought to know, do what he ought to 
do, be what he ought to be. 


The final aim of education is that 


fhrough education character may 
ibe 


developed, and so character must be 
our ideal. 
~J 


We build-our'own ideals out of the 


best elements of character that we, 
as individuals', know. Our ideal 
is 


changing every day, so long as we are 
really 
living. 
The character for 


which w_e are 
pleading 
must be a 


positive land of thing, that will make 
the world a little better. The boys 
and girls should 
leave our schools 


feeling that for each" one 
x>f 
them 


there is a work in the world that has 
not yet 'been done, and then they will 
have the goodness that resurTs from

a place that can only be reached by a 
footman, the Rain Rocks and their ac- 
companiments come into view. "This 
is merely a huge, seamed sand 
rock 


that juts from the hill side, 
over 


which the road passes, extending into 
the gorge thirty nr forty feet, is under 
surface, so much of it as can be seen, 
being about one hundred feet long by 
thirty or forty feet wice. 
This sur- 


face appears elevated, at the highest 
part, some twenty feet or more above 
the surface of the ground 
beneath,

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Noiseless Wheels to Be Made 


From Tree Stumps. 


PROCESS PREVENTS RATTLE. 


East St. Louisan Provides Market For 


Bane of the Farmer's Life—All the 
Butts In Sight Are Being Busily 
Cornered. 


A corner in hickory stumps is in 


sight. B. C. Seudelbach of Bast St. 
Louis threatens to buy up all .of the 
stumps ami make wheels out of thorn. 
He has a patent on the idea. If Sen- 
delbach's idea is successful, he ex- 
pects to use all of the tree except the 
sap. 
> 


Heretofore the stumps have been a 


waste and a bother. They stubbornly 
held their ground and -were in the -way 
when the soil was opened for cultiva- 
tion. Modern methods may put an end 
to the stump nuisance. With the short 
cuts from the stumps Sendelbach, ac- 
cording to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
says he can make as good wheels as 
are made aud -will do away with the 
rattle. The tires will not have to be 
set every tune there is a dry spell, he 
says. 


Nowadays the rim of an ordinary 


buggy -wheel is made from pieces six 
to eight feet in length, requiring choice 
cuts of timber. When the spokes be- 
come worn and the rim gets dry and 
loose it causes the familiar rattle. A 
visit to the blacksmith shop and a 
tedious wait until the tires are set is 
about the only remedy. 


By the stump method the rim will be 


made of short pieces from six to ten 
inches long, fitted into iron flanges at 
the end of each spoke. The iron will 
not dry up or warp; hence there will be 
no rattle. The short cuts will also 
make the wheel much cheaper to man- 
ufacture, it is said, and the longer 
lumber can be used for other pur- 
poses. 
Mr. Sendelbach has ordered 


an equipment of special machinery 
costing $150,000 for sawing the stumps 
and making the wheels. Sawmills he 
owns in Illinois and Arkansas will sup- 
ply the lumber from the stumps he 
purchased in that tenitory. 


Sendelbach now has representatives 


in Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, Arkansas 
and eastern states buying stumps by 
the acre. Automatic machinery will 
be used to pull the stumps from the 
ground. 
The-farmer can then plant 


his crop without annoyance from the 
vexatious stumps. 


The stump cuts can be utilized in 


making all kinds and sizes of wheels. 
Sendelbach says. Samples are now be- 
ing made for two St. Louis breweries 
and the New York fire department for 
an experiment as to their commercial 
value.
